The April report oi the Ohio Board 


of Agriculture, based on returns from 
over 600 townships, gives the following 
percentages compared with April |1, 
1882: Whaat, G3; old wheat in pro- 
ducers' hands, 28; old corn in producers' 
bauds, 32; rye (condition), 09; barley, 
CC. The wheat outlook is the most 
gloomy for eight years in Ohio. Th« 
severe cold, with bare ground, killed 
the tops to the surface in January and 
February.

weather will sond it below 50.

year: Indiana, 70; Illinois, 68; Kansas, 
SI; Kentucky, about 70; Michigan, 70; 
Wisconsin, about 75; California, about 
65; Minnesota Spring wheat, probable 
acreage, 08. Reduced to bushels the 
loss ou these States will bo 96,000,000, 
or 30 per cent, aad they gave 281,600,- 
000 of the 500,000,000 bushels raised in 
the United States last year.

The light 
are turned down, as in a theater when 
tableau or night scene is displayed 
each lady being furnished with a hghtec 
taper. This she holds in ner hand, am 
it is never extinguished. The ooupl 
then join hands; do not even take th< 
waltz position, so carefully do they 
guard against any seeming impropriety 
and thus waltz about the hall. Thi 
makes a very pretty figure—a movin; 
torchlight fanciful figure—that has it 
beauty in the moving lights alone 
Conducted in this manner it was firs 
introduced into the german in thi 
country some years ago, and has heli 
its place ever since, though not alway 
maintained.

"dark waltz squeeze" was danced a 
Farney's Music Hall, Marshalltown 
under the direction of Professor Pa 
Oille. Not at all. This is the Oillean 
way, according to the Statesman's ao 
count: Not content with turning down 
the lights, the janitor was sent to the 
basement and cut off the f?as entire 
Each lady taking a part in the dance 
was furnished with a lighted taper; the 
gentleman choosing a partner woulc 
blow the light out. In a very few mo 
ments not a light remained in the hall 
even the light from the stove was s 
smothered thut it was so dark you 
could not distinguish u. person iii ih 
hall. The dance went on the usua 
time for a wnltz when the lights wer< 
again turned on. Thus ended the fig 
nro.
